Milk Absorbs Odors. 


Milk absoibs odor from the moment it 


is drawn from the cow until the time it 
is churned. 
Whenever rnilk reaches a 


'emperature of 100 it 13 claimed to be in 
an active state ot decomposition. .But, 
while milk is easily affected by outside 
influences, the adheients to strict rules 
of cleanliness will greatly aid the dairy- 
man to avoid the changes that often o> 
cur. Cooling the milk renders the germs 
inactive, and prevents decomposition for 
awhile, but it should nut be overlooked 
that milk absoibs odors very rapidly 
wben cool. Exposure to ode's, gases or 
volatile matter of any kind should, 
therefore, be avoided, and every utensil 
used in the dairy should be scalded with 
boiling water and thoroughly scoured.

There are many 
diilicuHieH iu the way oC success with 
them now, us they are less active, and, 
therefore, more liable to injuries from) 
the dam. Should the BOW fall to pro- 
vide sr.HUient nourishment the pigs may 
perish on a severe day otving to insuffi- 
cient bodily heat. S loulfl they occa- 
sionally bscOTiechilled the result will be 
either (linrrhoea or cold, on tha bowels. 
When stunted in growth for want o£ 
food or insufficient warmth, the pigs will 
muko no growth until tho spring opens 
and the weather becomes favorable, and 
but htlle profit will result unless there is 
careful management.

a history '(" 2-id, "Has Gettysburg a 
history !"' Let us see. 
Wliat ia history ? 


Lord liclingbroke defines it as "philoso- 
phy teaching by example." Dr. Arnold 
defines history to be "the biography of a 
socitty." 
VVebdtPr says, -'history"is a 


methodical record of important events 
which concein a community of men, 
usually so arranged us lo al'ow the eon- 
ueclion between causos und effects. 


Measured by this standard, both the 


questions you propound must be at;- 
swerpd iu the negative, lor the reason 
ti al up Lo the pri'sout time no one hag 
succeeded in prijiiucu.H a connected and 
3>8te.L>aUc nnirulJVH of either county oi 
local affairs with a degree of f'ullnet.s or 
accuracy such as to entitle it to that dis- 
tinction. It may be said, indeed, tbat 
no otio has as yet ultemp'id such a task. 


The first attempt, so far as we aic 


aware, in the Una of local county his- 
torical narrative, was tbat of Sherman 
-D-iy, who, iu 18-13, published a volume 
entitled "llistoiica! Collections rif Penn- 
sylvania by eountiis," m v.hich less than 
eight pages are Riven to Adams county I 
Much of what was put in print aa history 
was unimportant, and tiivial. 


The next was a small octavo volume 


by the distinguished Pennsylvania his- 
toriographer, J. D. Hupp, who, in 184(5, 
gave to the public a "History of IJau- 
plirn, Cumberland, Periy, Bedford, Ad- 
ams and Franklin counties." In this 
tvoik Adams lured somewhat, bettei, 
being allotted twenty-five pages, but 
even in this there is comparatively little 
of permanent interest or value. 


Next came a more pretentious work 


entitled "An Illustrated History i.f the 
Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, in 


1870," by Wm. II. Egir, M. D., of Har- 
riabnrg, member of the State Ilistorica1 


Society and afterwards State Librarian. 
This is also by counties, aud is a hand- 
aome volume of 1180 large octavo pages, 
of which thirty-five pages were gener- 
ously acccrJed to Adams as against tlf- 
teeu lo the large county of Allegheny 
next following. If we may judge by 
this apparently trilling circumstance, 
may \vo not infer that, in the estimation 
of seme people at least, little Adams 
lias some local history worth locking 
after and pieservinn ? 


In the preparaticn of this w<*rk local 


talent waa engaged to'write thebketches 
of the beveral counties, whenever it was 
possible to do so. In the maiu the ptr 
sous thus retained, it is believed, per- 
foioned their several tasks with com- 
mendable x;al aud fidelity ; but on gen- 
eral principles this diversified and R. -ab- 
you-please method of book-making is 
nol the beat for good style and smooth 
reading. It was certainly not so in this 
case; and yet it was irobably the best 
tl a', was pocsible under the circum- 
stances. 


The next vent ure in the same line was 


a "Uihtory and Diiectorj" of the vari- 
ous boroughs of Adams county, com- 
piled and published in Gettysburg, in 
1880, by John T, lleiiy. This is a 
plain, modest octavo volume of 181 
pages made up of a great number of 
facts and figures pertaining to the gen- 
eial affairs of the county up to that 
time, and merited much belter encour- 
agement than it received. The author 
wad au ambitious and worthy young 
man of limited means, who builded bet- 
ter than he knew. Ills modest little di- 
rectory will preserve his memory for 
many years to come. To help pay for 
printing the book he inserted a few.pages 
of advertising, which fact does not in 
tho least detract from bis effort.

In tbe latter part ot 1885, Warner 


Beers A: Co., of Chicago, visited Gettys- 
buig to look over the ground with a 
view to publishing a history of Adams 
county in conjunction with a similar 
work for Cumberland county. After 
some lime spent here and in Carlisle, 
during whicb they conferred with a few 
persons us to the feasibility of such an 
undertaking, they decided to make the 
effort. Early in the following spring 
they sent a corps of piofessional writers 
to Gettysburg with instructions to ex- 
plore every r o^k and corner of the county 
in search of suitable material for the 
contemplated work, to put themselves in 
close touch' with the netvspaptr men of 
the county, as also a few other persons 
supposed to be able and willing to aid 
them in their quest.—to scan v,ith care 
all the newspaper flies in the county, to 
make careful search of all public and 
private office records, to visit cemeteries 
and graveyards, carefully rioting the old 
and partly obliterated inscription':, rum- 
mage among old family bibles aud other 
musty books iu search of old family re- 
cords, in short scoop in all the other 
olden-time historic aud antiquarian lore 
available, dress it up in the best possi- 
ble literary fhape and forward without 
delay to the publishers, all of which was 
done with the utmost di.-palch. 


As a on aa a sufficient amount of 


printer's copy was ready an attractive 
prospectus was gotten up aud presently 
a number of keen and smart agents be- 
gan a thorough and systematic canvas 
for subscriptions, which for some time 


ed to that belief when a student in Penn 
sylvan m College many years before. The 
ice was now broken. A few hours later 
another yielded to temptation and wrote 
his name next to that of Me. Uuehler, to 
the I HUB of $12 00.

OF THIS SECTION. 


Seasons For Hunting and Penalties For Tbe 


Violation ol the Law Are Clearly Set 


Down in Ihe Statutes. 


In response to frequent 
inquiries 


concerning- the game laws o£ Pennsyl- 
vania we publish the following- from 
the statute book : 


Be it enacted : 
SECTION 3. That there shall be no 


lunting or shooting on the first day of 
the week called Sunday, and any per- 
son offending against the provisions 
of this section shall he liable to a 
jenalty of twenty-five dollars for each 
ind every offense, or by imprisonment 
n the county jail for a. period of one 
day for each dollar of penalty -im- 
posed. 


SECTION 2. ThajMio person in this 


Commonwealth.shfil&U, wound, trap, 


fed grouse commonly called pheas 
ants, or more than fifteen quail or 
Virginia partridge, or more than ten 
woodcock, or more than two wild tur- 
keys, or to kill in any one season more 
than two deer. Whoever shall offend 
against any of the provisions of this 
section shall be liable to a penally of 
not less than fifty dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars for each and 
every offense, or by imprisonment in 
Lhe county jail for a period of one day 
for each dollar of penalty imposed.

The general public is, perhap-, not 


aware of tbe many and various methodu 
of adulterating foods 
Here are a few 


examples of food adulteration, as found 
by the Dairy and Food Commissioner's 
chemists: 


"Premium plain" chocolate, made by 


a Jersey City firm, was found to contain 
from 40 to 60 per cent, of corn starch. 


Powdered cocoa was found to be either 


adulterated or to consist of ground cocoa 
shells. 


Lemon extract, from a large Philadel- 


phia firm was not pure lemon, but an 
artificial preparation containing only 
faint traces of oil ol lemon. The balance 
was alcohol and water. 


Pineapple syrup was found to be an 


artificial product sweetened with glu- 
cose. 


Coffee was found to contain nitrogen 


compounds. 


Vanilla extract was artificial!) flavored 


and colored. Some of it came from Cin- 
cinnati and some from Philadelphia. 


Raspberry sprup was artificial; being 


sweetened with glucose and colored with 
coal tar. 


Mineral water tablets contained bicar- 


bonate of soda and cream of tartar. 


Grape juice was found to be preserved 


by ealisylic acid. 


Ketch-up, made by the greatest pickle 


firm in the United States, contained 
benzole acid and was colored with coal 
tar. 


Vermont "absolutely pure maple syr 


up" was heavily adulterated with glucos 
iu one inntance aud with ealisyllc acid in 
another. 


"Select cherry stone lunch oysters,1 


canned in Baltimore, were preserve* 
' I with formaldehyde. 
l\ "Evaporated cream1' was found to b 
! I artificially colored,

Pepper from Philadelphia was -low

Pineapple extract was both artificially 


flavored and artificially colored. 


Vienna sausage, made by the most fa 


mous packing firm in Chicago, was found 
to contain borax as a preservative. 
An 


other sausage, said to be fresh beef sau- 
sage, contained boracic acid in large 
quantities. 


Choice extracted clover honey, guar- 


anteed as pure honey, direct from the 
bee-hive, was found to be adulterated 
with cane sugar. 


Ginger ale, from Massachusetts, was 


adulterated with salisylic acid. 


Almond extract was found not to be

ELDER STOVER IN INDIA. 


German Baptist Missionary Tells The Story 


ol His Voyage in a Letter. 


Eider Wilbur E. Stover, German Bap- 


tist Drethern missionary to India, baa 
written his mother an interesting letter 
from on board tbe steamship "Raphael 
Bubatino," on which he returned to In- 
dia after bis visit to the United States. 
The letter which we clip from tbe Taney- 
town Record is dated "December 5, In- 
dian Ocean," and is as follows: 


"My Dear Mother—Tomorrow morn- 


ing we expect to be in sight of Bombay 
and be on shore before dinner time. It 
will be joy to us all to be once again in 
tbe land of our adoption, surrounded by 
cawing crows and bare-loot natives. 
When one gets used to tbe conditions 
prevailing in a land like India be feels 
quite at borne there aud really misses 
many quaint customs when elsewhere. 
Not that we do not enjoy incomparable 
America, not that we dirt not enjoy our 
recent appreciated visit, but it is all so 
different, aud we have adjusted our- 
eelvea to tbe difference. We like India 
aud tbe work, and we enjoy especially 
the hope of tbe future. The prospects 
are so very big and the spiritual need of 
tbe people IB BO abundantly great that we 
are glad we are and can be in this work. 
We are constantly glad to have a share 
in what will be, sooner or later, a great 
victory. 


We nave bad an excellent voyage all 


tbe way. It could scarcely bave been 
better. Tbe sea at one lime was as 
slimy smooth as it waa wben we came 
home, for four or five days, but it was 
not rough enough to make it else but 
pleasant on our large vessel. In the Red 
Sea it became exceedingly hot.

There Will be Four, Two of the Sun and Two ol 


the Moon. 


In the year 1903 there will be four 


eclipses, two of the sun and two of the 
moon, as follows: 


The Diet is an annular eclipse of the 


sun, March 29, invisible here, visible in 
Eastern Asia, North Pacific Ocean and 
Alaska. 


Tbe second is a partial eclipse of the 


moon, April 11, partly visible; tbe begin- 
ning visible generally in Europe, Africa, 
and western portions of Asia and the 
eastern portions of South America tbe 
ending visible generally throughout Eu- 
rope, Africa, South America and tbe 
eastern portions of North America. 


Tbe third ia a total eclipse ot tbe sun, 


September 21, invisible in North Amer- 
ica, visible in the Indian Ocean and 
South Pole.

Mental arithmetic arouses a mental exer- 
tion and gives a training and understand- 
ing of the subject, increasing thereby the 
practical knowledge of the scholar.

New Bates Fixed for Boarding Prisoners. 
The court made an order on Jan. 17 as 


of Jan. 5, fixing the sum of twenty-five 
cents per day as the allowance to be paid 
the Sheriff of Adams County for 
the 


boarding of each prisoner committed to 
his custody. An Act of Aaeembly fixes 
rate at 25 cts., bat a higher rate has been 
paid sheriffs for many years. la 1900 the 
Commissioners objected to Sheriff Morri- 
son's bill but because 35 cents was preval- 
ing rate when he was elected it seemed it 
might be a decrease in the emoluments 
of the office forbidden by law during a 
term and the Court made an order May 
22, 1900, that F. M. Morriaon, Sheriff of 
Adams County, be allowed and paid by 
the Commissioners of Adams County 35 
cents per diem for boarding prisoners in 
county jail for his entire term, and that 
before the election of another sheriff the 
Court will fix the allowance to be paid to 
the sheriff for boarding prisoners confined 
in the county jail at the rate of 25 cts. per 
diem.

The teacher did not apprec- 
iate the condition and as the Supt. left 


_ said he knew if he would stay to hear 
class ya. o in mental arithmetic he would 
give him a better mark. 


The first right of the child is to be 


happy at school and the child can not be 
happy unless the teacher ie happy. 
The 


moat important thing to be taught is read- 
ing and writing. He said a young lady 
tsacher had come to hitn once, much dis- 
tressed, that ahe bad been filled with ideas 


to give encouragement to the teachers 
and BO make the public school system bet- 
ter. 


D. Calvin Eudisill, of Mountjoy, be- 


lieved any parent who oared for the wel- 
fare of their children would show an in- 
terest in the school by which the children 
are educated. They can help by having 
the children sent regularly to school, by 
being interested m the studies of their 
children and doing all they can to encour- 
age the teacher. In conclusion be asked 
how many farmers would give a young 
horse to a traine' and never go and aee 
how the training is coming on. 


C. S. Longedorff thought the success of a 


school depended upon the teacher and 
that parents could help the Directors in 
selection of a teacher and thus work for 
the success of the school.

I heard my father say that the 
best investment of money he and his 
neighboring farmers ever made was the 
amount they added to the teacher's .salary. 


If a man can earn $1.50 a day for 300 


days and thia for 40 yeara gives him an 
earning capacity of $18,000. $1000 a year 
for well educated ruen gives an earning 
capacity of $40,000. The di£ference,$22,000, 
represents the value of the education given 
the boy. It is the duty of Directora to, 
make the mojt out of the braine entrusted 
to them, and to do that you have to pnt 
into the schools good teachere and pay 
good salaries. 


The country boy has the advantage over 


all other boys. I have traced back the 
lives of a large number of successful men, 
andl have always found a splendid teacher 
somewhere in every life.

to be a halt in the teaching of it. He 
thought perhaps there was not too much 
time but too little now given to mental 
arithmetic. Rather than get knowledge 
of whales, orioles, etc., why get mental 
arithmetic. If pupils are taught right use 
of books they will get the other things. 


Dr. Shaffer was of the opinion that to 


add a oolum of figures so that you felt it 
to be absolutely right was worth more 
than mental arithmetic. In Boston re- 
cently a bank sent to u High School for 
a boy who wanted to be a banker. Six 
boys were sent to the bank but all re- 
jeted because they could not add a column 
of figures. There are machines now 
made to add with absolute accuracy and 
the child must not be degraded to the 
level of a machine and while addition, 
subtraction, etc., is being tanght the child, 
ha thought that old time mental arithme- 
tic would be the very best means to keep 
the child from becoming a machine, but 
it should not be overdone.

mer schools for teachers, whare they go 
and recreate and prepare for next year's 
work. Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina support such schools, Pennsylvania 
should have at least three summer schools. 


The compulsory law works where the 


people want it to work, and where they do 
not want it to work it is a failure. In Pitts- 
burg where they are in earnest in making 
it work it is a success. The best way to 
create public opinion is through tbe 
pocket-book. The speaker hopad that the 
law would be complied with so that he 
would not be compelled to hold back one- 
fourth of the appropriation. Since 1867 
England has increased one-third in popla- 
tion and decreased one-third in crimes, 
especially juvenile crimes, and it is esti- 
mated that nhe is saving sixty millions a 
year because of compulsory education.

lowing. The boxes of all kinds 
kinds of places. If the patrons would 
take care to erect a box in a position that 
the carrier could drive the wheels of his 
conveyance under, he could distribute and 
gather the mail without getting out of his 
vehicle. Thia -vonld help a speedy distri- 
bution and would be a convenience to the 
carrier especially in cold weather, for when 
he has to get out of his wraps and vehicle 
to reach a box he soon becomes cold and 
once cold he remains that way to the end 
of tbe journey, thus affecting tbe service 
and at the same time making the carrier 
take the riaks of the exposure. Another 
annoyance waa the kind of boxes used 
many being ao made as to retard speedy 
service. Another waa the putting of coins 
in boxes. U ma compelled the carrier often 
to nnglove, loose time hunting for the 
coins, etc. He thought service would be 
better if all matter waa stamped or some 
other method required than putting coins 
loose in box. 
Ho spoke of the anuoyances 


of fordings and bad roads, thought carry- 
ing passengers interfered with speedy de- 
livery, making change often occasioned 
loss of time. In concluding he spoke of 
the size of the check, $50 a month being 
small to pay all the bills of the carrier, 
tbe investment he must make of one or 
two horses and wagon, the repairs he must 
constantly keep up, the horses to feed and 
tap expenses of the carrier to maintain 
himself aud family. 
He did not want to 


be understood that the anuoyancea ex- 
ceeded the pleaaurea, but a discussion of 
the annoyances would lead to a better, 
ment of the service. The satiaf.iction o! 
wonting under a postmaster tbat was in- 
tereated in his carriers and of doing the 
utmost to make the service aa perfect as it 
could be made and thus earning his salary 
waa su/lici'int pleasure for any conacien- 
tioua earn i.

AN HONEST BANKER,

I was treasurer of a New Mexican 


mine, although u young man, and John 
Drew was a private banker in the 
nearest town.
